P a ra b le 
of 
the 
P h arisee 
and 
the 
T ax Collector 
i P ublican i. 
One sentence 
in D r. Fondlek s 
“ The M eaning of P ra y e r” seem s 
to describe briefly the trem endous 
pow er of p ra y e r: “ P ra y e r Is the 
c e n tra l and d eterm in in g force of 


a m a n s life.” We know from a 
study of the Gospels th at Jesus 
regarded p rayer as the outpouring 
of human need expressed in v a r­ 
ious ways — thanksgiving, ad o ra­ 
tion, 
confession, 
or intercession. 
Hus lesson em phasizes that p ray er 
m at 
be 
persistent 
and 
tireless, 
sincere and humble 
before God 
can rew ard it. 


Fills persistency is illustrated in 
lie P arable of the Unjust Judge 
or Im portunate Woman. Here was 
an unrighteous judge w*ho feared 
neither God nor m an and a widow 
uho kept coming to him. saying, 
‘ Vindicate m e against m y ad v er­ 
sary.” The judge kept ignoring her 
and refusing to grant her request. 
Atter all, she was a widow, cle- 
fen.seless 
and 
oppressed, 
so 
why 
hould he be concerned? The pic­ 
ture is of r callous, depraved m an 
rn public office pitted against a 
poor, oppressed woman. But the 
widow persisted 
until the 
judge 
said, in desperation. “ Yet because 


this widow bothers m e, I will vin- 
d cate her, or sh e will w ear m e 
out by her continual com ing.” 
Jesus’ Promise 
T here w ere only three w ays to 
deal with such a m an : B ribe him . 
i bully 
him . 
or 
bother 
him . 
The 
widow had no w ealth to bribe, no 
power to th reaten , so she resorted 
to bothering him . 
P ray er 
m ust, 
therefore, be as p ersisten t as this 
widow’ before a cru el Judge. Jesus 
j was p articu larly solicitous 
about 
widows, m aybe because his own 
m other w as w idow ed wdule he was 
a 
youth. 
Je su s 
concluded 
this 
story, “ And will not God vindicate 
, hts elect, 
who cry to him day 
and 
night? 
Will 
he 
delay 
long 
: over them ? I tell you, he w’ill vin- 
• dlcate them sp eed ily .” 
A 
loving 
God will do a s m uch or m ore for 
suppliants as this despicable judge- 
But God will w eigh m en ’s m otives 
an4 bring help in due season. 
As Dr. B uttrick has said of this 
parable in his “ P a rab le s of J e ­ 
sus": 
"This 
tru th 
shines 
clear, 
w hatever else m a y rem ain u n cer­ 
tain: Our p ra y e rs m u st be freed 
of insincerity and the trivial sp irit 
before heav en ’s bounty is unlocked. 
A plea for pardon cannot be p er­ 
functory; it m u st beat w ith bruised 
hands before the door is opened! 


. . . T here is no g ra c e bestow ed 
| upon a cheap devotion.” History 
show s th at g re a t p ra y e r has been 
m a rk ed 
by im portunity such as 
the 
widow’ experienced. 
Did not 
Ja c o b w restle w ith an angel until 
he earn ed a new’ n a tu re ? Did not 
P au l beseech the L ord th re e tim es 
J th a t his “ thorn in th e flesh ” be 
rem oved? 
H um ility And F aith 
T he m ore easily understood P a r­ 
able of the P harisee and P ublican 
is draw ’n strongly also: Tile self­ 
rig h teo u s Pharisee and the hum ble j 
tax collector both go to the tem ple '< 
to p ray . Jesus tells this sto ry , con-! 
d em n in g the respected lead e r and j 
ex altin g the hum ble, though sin -1 
ful. publican H ere is a sh a rp con-1 
tr a s t betw een the offense of se lf-: 
righteousness and the sin cerity of 
tru e penitence. When th e P h arisee 
raise s 
his 
head 
to

he 
d oesn’t thank God; he boasts be­ 
cau se he isn’t like “ o th er m en." 
He 
m easures

H is

was so consuming, he bragged of 
h is virtues — regular tith in g , fast­ 
ing. and other cerem onial acts. But 
he lacked the m ost esse n tia l thing 
— innate goodness. 
W hat of the tax collector, the 
despised publican wrho “ stood afar* 


off’ and beat his b re a st in self- 
condem nation? His p ra y er w as an 
entreaty, “ God be m erciful unto 
m e a sin n e r!” Then com es Jesu s’ 
terse conclusion: “ I tell you. this 
m an 
went 
down 
to

house 
justified ra th e r than the other; for 
everyone who exalts him self will 
be hum bled, but he who humbles 
him self will be ex alted .” 
Several strong lines on Jesus' 
canvas of these parables em p h a­ 
size clearly both urgency and p er­ 
sistence in praying. M an cannot 
conceal from God his real n a tu re: 
His secre t thoughts and desires. 
If he is self-sufficient, God knows. 
if he is hum ble and contrite, God 
understands. 
H um ility 
and 
faith 
will bring G o d s final vindication 
and blessing.
